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Filipino Hostage Released 


Militants in Iraq free truck driver, issue threat to Japan 


BAGHDAD, IRAQI Militants freed a Filipino 
truck driver Tuesday after the Philippines 
government gave in to their demands to 
withdraw troops from Iraq to prevent the 
beheading of the 46 -year- old father of eight 
who had been held captive for two weeks. 

Apparently emboldened by their success, 
insurgents promptly took aim at Japan, 
threatening in a Web site message to send 
“lines of cars laden with explosives” to kill 


its troops in Iraq if they did not leave. 

More than 60 foreigners have been taken 
hostage in recent months, and there were 
fears that the action by the Philippines gov- 
ernment would lead to more kidnappings 
and prompt members of the U.S.-led coali- 
tion to think twice about sending, or keep- 
ing, their soldiers in Iraq. 

In Baghdad, Filipino hostage Angelo dela 
Cruz was dropped off in front of the United 


Arab Emirates Embassy on 
Tuesday, a day after his 
government withdrew 
the last of the 51 troops 
they had stationed here. 

Dela Cruz said his cap- 
tors treated him well, and 
he thanked President 
Glor ia Macapagal Arroyo 
for pulling out the troops. “I know that the 
Filipinos are all very happy about the decision

Report Won’t Call 

Commissions findings to be released Thursday 


WASHINGTON I The Sept. 11 com- 
mission’s final report won’t declare 
that the worst terrorist attack in 
U.S. history was preventable, 
though some panelists said dur- 
ing the 20 -month investigation 
they believed the hijackers could 
have been stopped. 

In the end, the panel’s five 
Democrats and five Republicans did 
not want to draw a conclusion on 
that major point, believing it could 
open the way to partisan sniping in 
a presidential election year. 

The 500 -plus-page report will 
be released Thursday. Republican 
chairman Thomas Kean, a for- 


mer New Jersey governor, and 
Democratic vice chairman Lee 
Hamilton, a former congressman 
from Indiana, began briefing con- 
gressional leaders Tuesday and will 
meet with President George W. Bush 
on Wednesday. 

Besides calling for a new 
Cabinet-level intelligence chief, 
the report will recommend com- 
bining the House and Senate intel- 
ligence committees and removing 
term limits from members, said 
House majority whip Roy Blunt, 
a Missouri Republican. 

In recent interviews with The 
Associated Press, commissioners 


said the report will fault Congress 
for poor oversight of the nation’s 
intelligence gathering and criti- 
cize government agencies for their 
emergency responses to the 2001 
attacks that killed nearly 3,000 
people in New York, Washington 
and Pennsylvania. 

The harshest criticism will be 
leveled at the FBI and CIA, with 
the panel citing poor information 
sharing and intelligence analysis 
as key factors.

Warner: New Report to 
Back Iraq WMD Claims 


WASHINGTON I An upcoming 
report will contain “a good deal 
of new information” backing up 
the Bush administration’s conten- 
tion that Saddam Hussein pursued 
weapons of mass 
destruction, Senate 
Armed Services 
Committee Chair- 
man John Warner 
said Tuesday.

tion cited Saddam’s 
hunger for such weapons as a main 
reason to invade Iraq last year.

types of weapons of mass destruc- 
tion in a short period of time.”

FDA Approves Botox to Curb Sweating 


WASHINGTON I It’s now official: 
Wrinkle-smoothing Botox can 
be injected in the armpits to curb 
excessive sweating. 

On Tuesday, the Food and Drug 
Administration approved the long- 
expected new use of Botox, the lat- 
est in a range of conditions to be 
treated by this weakened form of 


the food-poisoning toxin that causes 
botulism. 

People with a condition called 
“primary axillary hyperhidrosis” 
produce four or five times the 
amount of underarm sweat as is 
normal. There are various treat- 
ments, including powerful anti- 
perspirants, drugs to prevent sweat 


gland stimulation, even surgery on 
those glands. 

Botox apparently temporarily 
paralyzes a nerve that stimulates 
sweat glands. In one study, 91 
percent of patients who received 
Botox underarm injections saw 
their sweating cut in half in a 
month, compared with 36 per- 
cent of patients given salt-water 
injections, (ap)

Rick Peat had no information on 
the arrest. 

It was not immediately known 
what role Amanullah held in the 
Taliban movement or whether he 
had any recent contact with Omar, 
who could have a large network of 
in-laws through his four wives. 

Meanwhile, Gov. Khial Moham- 
med said one militant was killed and 
four were captured in neighboring 
Zabul province on Monday when 
U.S. and Afghan troops searched 
villages for guns and rebels. 

Separately, an American sol- 
dier was shot and wounded in 
Arghandab, another district of 
Zabul, deputy police chief Ghulam 
Jailani said. U.S. forces later seized 
one suspect, he said.

Much of the speculation about 
a Fort Detrick connection has cen- 
tered on Dr. Steven J. Hatfill, a former 
government scientist and bioweap- 
ons expert who once worked at the 
infectious disease institute at Fort 
Detrick.

Defense tries to turn 
attention to DiBiagio 
in pension fraud case 

BALTIMORE I Defense lawyers 
accused U.S. Attorney Thomas 
DiBiagio on Tuesday of indicting 
a former state official “for improper 
purposes, possibly including his own 
political ambitions,” as the impact 
of a Justice Department reprimand 
last week played out in court. 

William Martin, who is repre- 
senting former Board of Regents 
Chairman Nathan Chapman in a 
public corruption case, is asking a 
federal judge to let him explore the 
government’s motivations for indict- 
ing Chapman before jurors. 

Martin made the request a day 
after federal prosecutors attacked 
the idea of allowing such testimo- 


ny as “just a tactic calculated to 
divert attention from evidence of 
the defendant’s guilt.” 

U.S. District Judge William 
Quarles hasn’t announced a ruling. 

DiBiagio, a Republican-appoint- 
ed prosecutor, was reprimanded last 
week by Deputy Attorney General 
James Comey for sending internal 
documents pressing his staff to pro- 
duce three “front page” indictments 
of elected officials by Nov. 6 — four 
days after the general election. 

The filing came as Chapman’s 
attorneys started calling witness- 
es. Chapman was a money manag- 
er for the state retirement system 
from 1996 until January 2002. He 
is accused of mail fraud, wire fraud 
and securities fraud in the invest- 
ment of retirement system funds 
to boost his ailing company’s stock

Microsoft disclosed last month 
that it had initiated merger talks 
with German software maker SAP, 
but called off the potentially costly 
deal after deciding it would be too

L.A.’s Linkin Park wants to rock for life 


PERSONALITY I How does the big- 
gest- selling rock band in the land 
get pumped up for a roof-raising, 
tour- ending concert before nearly 
20,000 hometown fans? 

If you’re Linkin Park guitar- 
ist Brad Delson, it’s by smiling for 
photos backstage at the Forum with 
some people from the University of 
California, Los Angeles Foundation 
who are there to accept a gift from 
him: the endowment of a permanent 


four-year scholarship. 

All six members of Linkin Park 
have donated the band’s fees from 
one show on the “Meteora” world tour 
— probably in the neighborhood of 
$200,000 each — to a charity. 

Linkin Park’s genuineness has 
helped it emerge alone from the 
late-’90s rap-rock/nii-metal scene 
with credibility, critical respect, big 
sales — and a future. 

Its debut album, “Hybrid Theory,” 


came out of nowhere to become the 
biggest- selling U.S. album of 2001, 
and “Meteora,” which followed in 
2003, is likely to equal it. 

Monumental soul-searchers 
such as “In the End,” “Somewhere I 
Belong” and the current hit “Breaking 
the Habit” have become radio staples, 
their yearning moods and confession- 
al lyrics serving as lifelines for kids in 
search of comfort and direction. 

If it can sustain the pace, Linkin 
Park could take its place as a main- 
stream counterpart to the likes of

Linkin Park began with beatmak- 
er Mike Shinoda and rock-rooted 
guitarist Delson, longtime friends 
from Agoura, teaming with drum- 
mer Rob Bourdon and other musi- 
cians. After recruiting singer Chester 
Bennington, they started building a 
fan base, using the Internet to estab- 
lish street teams. Warner Bros, finally 
signed the band, though at first the 
label hoped to get something more 
party-minded, another Kid Rock or 
Limp Bizkit. 

“Those things were filled,” said 
Shinoda, 27. “We were bent on cre- 
ating our own style and developing 
our thing, and it did take a long time 
before people were interested in it.”

What is the procedure for recall- 
ing Supreme Court justices? If 
they are to be political agents, then 
what recourse do citizens have? 

Supreme Court justices are 
appointed for life. The idea is that 
this will buffer them from political 
pressures. But I agree that they are 
political agents in their own way. 

The procedure for recalling 
them is impeachment. During 
the Nixon administration, Gerald 
Ford (then a congressman) led an 
effort on Nixon’s behalf to impeach 
William O. Douglas, but it didn’t 
get much traction. 

It’s funny that we’ve heard nothing 
about the role the next president 
will play in selecting justices, and 
how that could lead to changes, 
including a reversal of Roe v. Wade. 
Why is there so little discussion? 

It’s certainly one of the major 
issues at stake in this year’s elec- 
tion. In the next four years we’re less 
likely to see another terrorist attack 
or recession than the retirement of 
a justice, but everyone is focused on 
foreign policy and the economy. 

One reason, I think, is that the 
Supreme Court issue plays well with 
the party’s base constituencies, but 
not so well with swing voters, who 
are now getting the candidates’ 
attention. I haven’t seen the poll- 
ing numbers on this; it’s just spec- 
ulation on my part. 

Which justice or justices are most 
likely to retire in the next four years? 

John Paul Stevens is 84. He 
seems almost certain to retire 
in the next four years. O’Connor, 
Rehnquist and Ginsburg are also 
said to be possibilities.
